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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Response/ Amendment filed on January 16 th , 
2008. Claims 1 1 and 28 are now canceled. Claims 1-10, 12-27 and 29-40 are now pending in the 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10, 12-27 and 29-40 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Many references in the art disclose the system and method for maintaining timing when 
recording or playback program transport stream in synch through program clock reference PCR 
and packet's time-stamp, such as that found in Strasser et al. [U.S. 2003/0185238], Demas et al. 
[U.S. 2003/0165196], Keesen et al. [U.S. 7,006,756] and Naimpally, Saiprasad V. [U.S. 
5,619,337]. But no prior art reference utilizes the chunk length associated with lead packet and 
timestamps to reconstruct partial transport stream in timestamp-per-packet or timestamp-per- 
chunk mode.
